ATONEMENT. 

THIS year again sees Yom Kippur passed amid the over- 
shadowing horrors of the war. Last Atonement Day there could 
have been few who anticipated that the passage of another year 
would find them gathered in the same conditions, though with the 
shadows deepened. In the interval fire and slaughter have had their 


way ; fresh hecatombs have been piled up; countless homes have 


been bereaved, and men have begun to question their most sacred 
beliefs and found it not easy to stifle the doubts deep down ‘in their 
hearts. It is good, therefore, that Kippur should come to withdraw 
them if only for a space from the tumult and lift them toa higher 
plane of thought and remind them again of the changeless eternal 
verities. In our glorious old ritual appropriated to the great day we 
see the darkened and tortuous ways of the world in their true per- 
spective, and men and events shrink into their proper proportions. 
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From men furiously seeking each other’s destruction, we can gaze 
upwards and outwards into eternity, to the Majestic Power who is 
silently and mysteriously working out His own ends in His own good 
time, and feel happier for the contact with Him who is raised above 


all the frenzy and the turmoil. We are reminded of the great Being 


who sits in judgment over the peoples, and of the Divine Justice 
which will assert itself through all the welter of the present conflict, 
deciding which nation, as which individual, shall be brought low, and 
which exalted is well that the finite in its reeking 
shambles should turn to the infinite, and recognise that the account 
must be settled not merely with men but with a higher Being. 
To-day we as a people may search our own hearts and implore 
pardon for national sins; but we know that the wrongs which our 
enemies have wrought are ds'uttermost. abominations in the Divine 
eyes, and that in their undoing lies the hope of the human race. The 
Day of Atonement, recalling us to the Judgment Seat, strengthens 
that faith in us and reconciles us with Providence to the great ordeal 


that lies still ahead.

THE RUSSIAN SITUATION. 


IN spite of—or rather, because of—the grave crisis through 
which Russia is passing, we are justified in surveying anxiously the 
domestic horizon ef that Empire. Upon Russia, with her great 
reserves of mén, hang still to a large degree the hopes of the Allies : 
and upon the unity of all its citizens in this supreme hour rests the 
possibility of marshalling and equipping those resources and directing 
them with a maximum of efficiency. The great barriers in the way 
of national unity are restrictive legislation and inherited and 
cultivated prejudice, and we therefore. are thankful that at all events 
some steps have been taken to remove those obstacles. The 
structure of anti-Jewish law has received a distinct blow with the 
modification of the residential restrictions, whatever the motive that 
bas prompted the amendment. It is a step onward for which we 


had hardly hoped eighteen months ago, and it forms some solace for 


misfortunes and calamities which we must go back many years to 
parallel. But althoygh the anti-Jewish structure has been badly hit, 
it is by no means level with the ground. There are mariy storeys 
to this frowning building, and it is deeply rooted in past practice 
and the affections of the bureaucratic class. It will need many 
more strokes from the constitutional battering-ram before it 
finally collapses—before the tentative, and perhaps opportunist, 
measures recently announced broaden out into something 
more drastic and sweeping. But we are hopeful that those strokes 
will be administered. The Constitutional Parties have signed 
a declaration insisting, among other things, upon “ the adoption of 
a wise and tolerant policy in internal affairs so as to remove racial, 
class, and religious differences.” The Times correspondent at 
Petrograd tells tis that ‘the internal situation in Russia has been 
undergoing a process of crystallisation which is incompatible with 
the old system of irresponsible Government, and that the advent of 
the new order of Ma cannot long be postponed.” It will be in 
that “ new order” under a régime in which the progressive and con- 
Stitutional forces of the country will have full play at last, that the 
old anachronistic laws and sentiments will finally be dug up bythe roots 
from the Russian soil. It will be ina Russia that has found her soul 
that the Jews will find liberty, and we rejoice to think that the great 
time may even now be near at hand, 


AMERICA AND THE JEWISII PROBLEM. 


THE project for an American-Jewish Congress or Conference to 
take up and befriend the Jewish cause—a matter to which we have 
already referred in these columns—is apparently well under weigh. 
Judging from the resolution passed at a representative gathering and 
printed in our news columns this week, the Congress when it meets will 
take no narrow views of what is known as the “ Jewish Problem,” 
but will consider it in all its bearings. Such a course may lead to 
controversy at first. But any other would fall disastrously short of 
the requirements. The Jews of the United States have certainly a 
great historic opportunity which other Jewries may well envy 
them. Standing aloof from either group of belligerents, they alone 
have it in their power to take detached and unencumbered cognis- 
ance of the Jewish position and to champion the Jewish cause pure 
and simple. Not only have they the necessary detachment; they 
have also the requisite weight and authority, and their voice, raised 
at the right moment, may have a decisive influence. American 
Jewry has of course a special interest of its own in the right 
and just settlement of the Jewish question, for no other section of 
the race is likely’ to be so directly affected by it. But it 
is the moral obligation, we are convinced, that will be the most 
powerful agent in moving our American coreligionists to action—the 
responsibility which rests upon them, and the high honour of taking 
up the leadership of the race at one of the most critical moments 
even in its © strange, eventful history.” We notice that a bureau has 
been formed with the object of gathering information concerning the 
Jews in the belligerent countries and issuing statements to the press. 
In this way the all-important support of American public opinion 
will be rendered possible. The people of the United States have 
seldom been wanting in support of great and noble causes, and that 
support, given the necessary knowledge, will not, we are certain, be 
withheld from our people in this, the supreme crisis of its fortunes. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE. 

WE are very deeply concerned at the grave financial position in 
which Jews’ College finds itself at this moment. Ihe Ilreasurers' 
statement shows the Institution to be in the midst of the severest crisis 
through which it has ever had to pass. Ihe prime cause is the War, 
which has exerted a sinister influence in several directions. In par- 
ticular it has deprived the College of £750 out of the £1,000 which 
the Spanish and Portuguese Community has been in the habit of 
contributing, as the donors had not received their income from divi- 
dends ‘because of the present hostilities. But other causes have also 
been in operation, notably the reduction of the United Synagogue 
grant, and the death of subscribers whose places have not been filled. 
The net result is to leave the College with a loss of some £400 for 
the year, brought about by excess of expenditure over income. But 
dark as the situation is, the Treasurer gives good reason for his 
forecast of the future as “ even darker.’’ . In ‘the absence of some 
new source of revenue, the College will be quite unable to meet its 
commitments. “ The position of affairs,’ we are told, “is already 
pitiful. The ‘balance at the Bank is already insufficient to meet our 
requirements for the next few months, and unless money is forth- 
coming, we shall be unable to pay all the salaries of the College 
staff.” This being the situation, it is for the community to take it 
resolutely in hand and promptly set matters right. Whatever may 
be the case later on, there should be no lack of funds just now. 
Trade has “ boomed,” and our capacity for subscribing to public 
objects has not been seriously injured, even if it has not been increased. 
It is late in the day now to insist upon the vital importance of the 
College. The time is coming when it will be an element in our life 
of even greater consequence. Led by suchbodies as the United Syna- 
gogue, the community must pull itself together for a serious effort, 
and ensure with the least possible delay that the College passes the 
crisis with the minimum of damage. Any other course is unthinkable. 


THE TRADES UNION AND JEWISH LIBERTIES. 

WE wish very warmly to acknowledge the unanimous resolution 
of the Trades Union Congress in favour of the realisation of Jewish 
liberties wherever they are now.withheld. The Congress, it will be 
noted, was not satisfied with the expression of a pious hope, but 
instructed its Parliamentary Committee to petition the Government 
in the same sense, and that body will, we have no doubt, willingly 
carry the instruction into effect. This is not the first evidence of 
goodwill which we have received from the great Parliament of 
Labour. © But that it should have paused amid the pre-occupations 
of an unprec2dentedly anxious meeting to give yet another practical 
example of its sympathy is a matter for sincere satisfactio£ and 
gratitude. We believe not only that the vote of the Congress repre- 
sents the omnipotent voice of Labour, but that it is in harmony with 
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the feelings of the whole country. More, it shows very clearly 
the ideas which permeate the democracy of this nation, at this 
moment. It sees in the pain of this terrible conflict the birth-pangs 
of a wider human liberty, from which it cannot imagine that the Jewish 
racealone will be excluded. The reply of the Russian men of letters 
and others to their British confréres this week breathes the spirit of a 
lofty brotherhood in the fight for human right. The vote of the 
Trades Union Congress shows that that brotherhood extends to all 
classes of the population. In this drawing nigh of the peoples of 
Russia and Britain and this knitting of the souls and intellects of the 
two democracies may be found a fresh guarantee of the triumph of 
the principles of just dealing with all citizens and all creeds. 

IN THE PROVINCES. 

SEVERAL reports from the Provinces give evidence of sustained 
zeal in the cause that is the most urgent with which we have to 
deal—the succouring of the War victims. In Liverpool the 
community has raiséd £1,150 for the Polish Jews, besides the 
£30 a month to be collected by the Central Synagogue there. Our 
Manchester coreligionists have gathered £1,500. In Sheffield the 
Jewisb population is also doing its best both for the Belgian and 
the Polish refugees. In Glasgow our coreligionists have been 
approached with the suggestion to take charge of some of the Belgian 
refugees and thus relieve the great stain on London. This 
proposal will no doubt be generously acceded to. It is very pleasing 
to see that the Glasgow Corporation has offered to provide furnished 
houses for as many reftigees as the congregation may undertake to 
maintain, and this Municipal co-operation, while it will greatly 
facilitate the task in hand, is doubly welcome for the admirable 
spirit it breathes. While dealing with Glasgow, reference may be 
made to the active religious life of the Jewish community, as 
evidenced by the opening last week of the new Queen's Park 
Synagogue and of the Beth Hamedrash of the South Portland 
Street Synagogue. 
Birmingham, where a number of Jews have been driven from 
a local rubber works owing to the hostility of fellow-employés. 


‘We should be sorry to think that this act of hooliganism is in the 


remotest degree representative of the sentiment in Birmingham, 
where the relations between Jew and non-Jew have always2been of 
the friendliest character. It may probably be more correctly 
explained as one of those little ebullitions which are unfortunately 
inevitable with the present highly-wrought public feelings, especially 
among those who are not too well informed. We hope that the 
workmen in question are thoroughly ashamed of themselves by now ; 
and, in any case, the police may be relied upon to prevent the 
recurrence of discreditable incidents. One item in our Provincial 
News this week has a particular interest—we refer to the custom 
introduced by the Rev. I. RAFFALOVICH, of Liverpool, in preaching 
a sermon during the service on New Year’s Eve. This has, if we 
are not mistaken, been the practice at other synagogues in the 
Provinces, notably at Birmingham. 


Trades Union Congress and Rights for Jews. 


The Trades Union Congress, which met last week at Bristol,”“unanimously 
adopted the following resolution that had been brought forward by the Amal- 
gamated Jewish Tailors, etc., Union of Leeds :— 

“That this Congress fervently hopes that civil and political rights will be 
granted to the Jews of those countries where these common rights are at present 
denied to them, in recognition for the great sacrifices the best manhood’ of 
Jewry is making on the side of the Allies in our common fight for the liberties of 
the world, and that the Parliamentary Committee shall petition the British 
Government to use its good offices in that direction when the opportunity will 
arise.

In 
March, 1903, Mr. Adler was elected minister of the Central Synagogue in succes- 
sion to the late Rev. David Fay, and on the departure of Rabbi Francis L. Cohen 
for Sydney, he became the Jewish Chaplain to the Forces.

Trooper Henry Krohr, who has been wounded—as we record above—in tho 
course of a letter to his relatives, writes :— 

“You will be pleased to hear that I am booked for home on leave. .... 
Left Ismailia on August 14th for the Dardanelles without our horses and landed 
on A beach of Suvia Bay on the morning of August 18th (taken on H.M-S. 
‘ Doris’) and landed on the beach in small picket boats, being shelled the whole 
time by shrapnel whilst four of our battleships were covering our landing. Since 
then we have been fighting in the trenches and I got hit in the side by a bullet. 
dP ig I'm jolly lucky to have got off as I did. It was awlully fanny 
the different methods I had to employ so as not to let you know I was in the 
Dardanelles ; I didn't want dad or ma to worry.” 


HOW CAPTAIN HAROLD SPIELMANN DIED. 


Captain Harold Spielmann, of the 10th Manchester Regiment, had command 
of 250 yards of the British lines in Gallipoli. On the night of the 12-13th ulto., 
he was ordered by the Commanding Officer of the Regiment to attack and capture 
a Turkish trench that had been taken from us. , 

In a letter from the ‘front to Sir Isidore and Lady Spielmann the Colonel 
writes :— 

“On the evening of the 12th inst. a battalion next to us in the fire trenches 


lost a portion of a trench on their front and I was forced to organise a counter . 


attack by one hundred men of my battalion under your son and two other officers. 
Your son was in command of his section of the attack and carried out his orders 
with skill and gallantry. He reached his objective but wasimmediately killed and 
bis men had eventually to fall back under strong opposition. His death, by 
bullets, was instantaneous. | 

“T am glad to be able to inform you we were able to recover his body that 
evening and that it was brought down and buried in a small cemetery on the 
south end of the Peninsula by the army chaplain in the presence of the officers 
of the regiment. . 

“I very much regret the loss of your son who promised so well and 
in whom I had such confidence. Still his death is an enviable one, and one in 
which you must all take a pride—falling in action gallantly leading his men. 
What more can a soldier ask for? Please accept my sincere sympathy in 
your loss. |

Pte. John Booth writes :—* Your son led his men like a soldier and died like 
a soldier.” 

Sergt. Dobbs writes :—“ Any of his men would have died for him.” 

Beaumont writes :—" At about one in the morning we went out under 
Capt. Spielmann and we rushed the trench. Unfortunately the Captain was 
killed so we went again under Lieut. Boyd and we let the Turks have t. Iam 
very sorry about the Captain. He was a brave man.” 


THE LATE PTE. ABRAHAM COWAN, 2np Hamesuire Rear. 
A TRIBUTE FROM THE SENIOR CHAPLAIN, 


The Rev. Michael Adler writes: The loss of Pte. Cowan in the sinking of 
the “ Royal Edward” will be deeply mourned by all who knew him at the West 
Central Lads’ Club and the Central Synagogue. As boy and youth, he was most 
regular in his attendance at the synagogue and he was one of the first of the local 
residents to join the army at the outbreak of hostilities. His enthusiasm for his 
military work knew no bounds and his frequent letters to me revealed a devotion 
to duty rarely equalled. I remember him as a small boy taking the keenest 
interest in the athletics of the Lads’ Club in Fitzroy Square and the same spirit 
of eagerness was developed in him as a soldier. He was an honour to his old 
school in Hanway Place, to his Club, and to the synagogue at which he loved to 
pray. I have lost many dear friends in this mighty struggle and among them I 
shall always count Pte. Abraham Cowan, who died the death of a hero. 


ITALIAN CASUALTIES. 


A number of Jews serving in the Italian army have fallen in the war with 
Austria. One of the latest to give up his life for his country is Captain Leone 
Diena, who was killed while leading his men during the fighting on the Isonzo. 
He had so greatly distinguished himself that he was on the eve of premotion to 
the rank of major. Captain Diena had at times been entrusted by the Italian 
Government with confidential missions; two years ago he traversed Libya and 
Cyrenaica. Another officer, Captain Ugo Castelfranco, died from wounds 
received in battle. At the Camp Hospital, to which he was conveyed, he was 
visited by the King, who desired to hear from his own lips details of an heroic feat 
in which he had taken part. His remains were granted a poe funeral at 
Modena, where he died. Nearly the whole city participated in the obsequies,

Did He Resign? _ 


HE controversy raging around the head of Dr. Hockman is not 


one which the community, if it be wise, will permit to end as it 
began, concentred in his interesting personality. Nor ought the 
community to dispose of it, or indeed the course he has thought 
it right to adopt, as he has—with resignation. The incident is fraught with 


great issues. Questions that go to the very heart of things are thrown up | 


by what’has happened. To discuss the matter as a mere triviality is to 
prove ourselves merely trivial. There are those who loftily declare that 
too much fuss has heen made about Dr, Hockman’s withdrawal from his 
pulpit. 
for hard, earnest thinking, for a delving deep down into the inmost recesses 
of our souls. To shirk this very needful self-examination by bringing it all 
down to the right-doing or the wrong action of a man is cowardly 
absurdity. It is equivalent to measuring the ocean by the antics

bad and ill-considered course. But as a result, if as has been suggested it | 


tends to place the discussion of the questions involved in the incident away 
from Dr. Hockman as a personality, good will come out of evil. But there is 
a further point. Dr. Hockman is by no means the first or the only one 
among us who has attempted to influence the community by recourse to the 
outside press. We see constant endeavours, lay as well as clerical, made 
to bemuse and deceive the community by obtaining notice in the general 


press; the hope being that Jews will be so impressed with the importance | 


of the persons noticed that they will examiv: the real work they should do 
the less minutely. The appeal ad capuindum vulgus is a generally- 
adopted trick to cover up barren tracks. Many of us have courted the 
eye of the world through the world's press—courted' their favourable 
eye, even their patronizing look. It has been deemed a triumph when in 
some obscure corner of some general newspaper some favourable report or 
reference has been made to Jewish affairs. Our little men have strutted 
around in glee when a few lines of the communication seat to the news- 
papers by them have been printed—they have stuffed the newspaper in their 
shoes so as to appear bigger than nature made them to their fellow- Jews. 
We cannot have it all our own way. If we will play with fire why howl when 
our fingers are now and again burnt >. If we are anxious to obtain 
this non-Jewish notice for our glory it is silly to complain when it 
is employed to our discomfort. If A invokes the general press so as 
to invest himself with an importance that the Jewish press would never 
accord to him, and B does likewise to parade as a glorious triumph in 
matters Jewish that which the Jewish press would never so parade because it 
has the means, denied to the general press, of correctly estimating its true 
value, why rail at Dr. Hockman because he took a leaf out of the 
books of A and B? This recourse by Dr. Hockman to the outside press 
is but incidental. It goes not to the root of the matter and still leaves 
unanswered, unsatisfied, unsolved, the problems that arise when we ask why 


he resigned. Nay, let us be frank to ourselves, 
are we sure that he did resign’? Except, that 
is to say, in the sense that all mankind resigns 
life when passing to the great beyond, resigns 
while still wishing to live and making strong 
effort to accomplish the wish. Did Dr. Hock- 
man resign? Rather was he just tle accidcntal 
victim of a concatenation of events and happen- 
ings which placed him in the position of the 
imaginary cow, that a member of the legislature 
conjured up, when he asked George Stephenson 
what would happen if the animal strayed in 
front of one of his locomotives. 
O one supposes that Dr. Hockman has yielded his life-appointment out 
of mere whim or because he no longer cared for the pulpit or because 
he contemplates adopting a more remunerative vocation. He did nos 
wish to yield up his pastorate, he wished to retain it. Yet he has gone’ 
and to say he has resigned is to employ a euphemism, to gloze over, if not to 
hide the truth, to employ a soporific to dull our senses to the actualities of the 
incident. Dr. Hockman did not resign-—-to say so is to dandle facts and 
toy with realities. He was expelled from his pulpit, sent adrift from his 
ministry by circumstances and conditions he could not control and to 
which he was equally unable to submit. It is to those circumstances and 
conditions we ought to direct our steady gaze, refusing to be drawn off by 
any argumentative ruses. ‘“ Oh!” it will be contended, “ why make such a 
fuss”—that is the word employed—" over a mere Dr. Hockman—vagary- 
ridden, esoteric, lacking if discretion, strange, uncertain, and not even 
persona grata at the houses of ladies with pedigree husbands ?"’ Not merely 
because of Dr. Hockman, even had he tenfold of the ability which as minister, 
teacher, religious leader and preacher he possesses. But, because of the cir- 
cumstances and conditions he has comeup against. You think they are respon- 
sible only for the one man, Hockman, Mountainous delusion! The same 
circumstances and the same conditions, exactly, precisely, none other, have 
denuded us of recruits for the ministry. They have proved a bar-sinister 


to the adoption of the ministerial career except to those to whom worldly 
prospects offered no greater but less material advancement in life, and 


who have adopted it as a profession: Ask at Jews’ College and they 
will tell you how many promising pupils have fallen prone at 
the feet of these same circumstances and conditions, throwing back 
info the face of the College their training and equipment, and refusing 
even to enter the pulpit. To those same circumstances and those same 
conditions must we turn if we would know the riddle of the Rabbinate as 
it was presented to the community a year or two ago; a riddle which 


within the United ‘Kingdom whom the community would venture to call 
to the place that Dr. Adler left vacant? Why was there none. in 
the British Empire? Why was Europe scoured in vain? And why had 
recourse to be made to a somewhat obscure pulpit in America? Wenever 
solved. the riddle; we only countered it by electing Dr. Hertz. It is 
doubtful, however, whether he recognises that the same conditions and the 
same circumstances that have given usa Hertz have lost us a Hockman. 
He would be the last to say that the two events, even when taken together, 
form an undeniable “ matter for congratulation.”’ 


J recognise these communal conditions and circumstances we must go 

back several years. We must travel back to the time of the Reform 
movement. In those days it was evident thata state of transition in Anglo- 
Jewry had set in, or rather was in progress. The doors of public life 
were opening wide to the Jew and were proving formidable 
rivals to the gates of the Ghetto. The competition, even though less keen, 
insomuch that the doors ofe public life had been then but ajar, had already 
produced its effects upon the Sephardic section. Into it vast inroads of 
not merely assimilation but apostasy had been made. To some extent the 
Reform movement was an endeavour to stay the inroad by instituting a form 
of Judaism which would, it was hoped, dovetail.into modern conditions both of 


thought and practice. This movement in turn was, however, a menace to the

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other (now grown more numerous) section known as the Ashkenazi. The 
Metropolis, because it contained by far the largest proportion of Jews in the 
United Kingdom, was the subject of greatest concern. The prospect that was 
opening up was the fissiparation of the community into segments with syma- 
gogue warring against synagogue and congregation at enmity with congrega- 
tion. The Rabbinate was in consequence in no comfortable position. It saw 
itself drifting into a parlous state in which its authority must steadily and 
surely decline in view of the spread of London Jewry and the widening of 
modern notions. Anglo-Jewry was thus face to face with a grave 
problem. The difficulty that threatened it was nothing short of dissolu- 
tion from having been one cognate body. To the prevention of 
this all its energies were bent, and ultimately common consedit 
decided for unity. Having got so far, the scheme of the United Syna- 
gogue was adumbrated. It was at this point that the Rabbinate, anxious 
for iis own skin, slipped in. It proposed and obtained assent to uniformity 
as a contribation to unity. This accounted for clanses in the United 
Synagogue Act which Parliament rejected and for the Deed of Foundation 
and Trust to which several synagogues agreed voluntarily. The object clearly 
was, by leverages into a consideration of’ which we need not enter, to 
maintain the unity of the community. To that ideal was brought the sacrifice 
of uniformity in Jewish practice and ritual designed to safeguard the com- 
munity against defection and to consolidate the position of the Rabbinate. 
Here we find the germs of the circumstances and condifions alluded to. 
What resulted must not be wondered at. There was necessarily com- 
promise ruling everywhere and in everything. Orthodoxy conld not be 
maintained in face of modern conditions, which year by year became 
accentuated as the doors of public life, of Jewish freedom and equality, 
opened wider and wider. On the other hand the free development of 
religious thought and aspiration was practically stopped by the measures 
taken to consolidate the position of the Rabbinate. Another happening 
followed which tended to crystallise the religious state of affairs that had 
been thus set up. <A migration from Eastern Europe brought to-these 
shores vast numbers to whom modern conditions appealed not for obvious 
reasons, and who were wedded to forms and ceremoniés, observances and 
ritual as practised in their places of origin. Here was an added, com- 
promising factor. For, anything like religious development in an honest, 
open, devotional sense had to be shelved, so that the new-comers might 
become embodied in their new community to be part of it. To a certain 
extent communal unity has been successfully maintained. But so far as 
religious uniformity—only as might have been foreseen, the show of it, the 
outside husk, the shell. Yet the show, the husk, and the shell have been 
deemed vital. Without them communal unity has been hitherto thought to 
be impracticable. 


6 a IS, in a brief, sketchy, and by no means detailed or complete manner, 

sets forth the conditions and the circumstances that have over. 
whelmed Dr. Hockman as minister. The compromise which he calls 
hypocrisy, and some of us call make-believe, is responsible for the state of 
attairs that must naturally result when you pretend to a uniformity that 
does not exist, when you are content with a uniformity which is only a 
scrap of paper. It is this that has deterred so many of our young men 
from entering the pulpit; they have refused to be cogwheels ina great 
sham piece of machinery. It follows that it is this too, which 
in all the years prevented our having in our midst one who 
could become Chief Rabbi. For, the Rabbinate took a _ very 
strict view of uniformity, so far as that office was concerned. It 
looked with the jealous eye of a Louis Quatorze upon anyone likely to 
break that uniformity as interpreted in its narrowest sense. It left us-a 
Rabbinate egregious -in compromise, not Orthodox, not Reform—just 
a Rabbinate resting on and having its being in compromise. It is this 
that has given us the compromise services in. compromise synagogues—a 
service that is unsatisfying alike to the orthodox and to the modern, 
a synagogue which is not attractive, in the best sense of the term, to either 
orthodox or modern. With compromise thus ruling is it wonderful that it 
has entered so largely into the personal lives of Anglo.Jewry and into 
Anglo-Jewish homes? All has been sacrificed to what is conceived to be 
the demands of unity, and the real problem that clusters round the Hock- 
man incident is: Is the sacrifice justified? Is it to be continued? Does 
communal unity demand religious uniformity? Must we go on continuing 
the tight rope-balancing of compromise whereby, at one and the same 
time, true orthodoxy cannot come to its own and free religious development 
is constantly retarded? 


“THE subject is a big one.. It cannot be dealt with in its entirety in a single 

contribution, and may invite comment, which is here withheld, at some 
future time. Suffice here to set down, as it is seen by the present writer, the 
true inwardness of the Hockman episode—how itis he did not resign but was 
forced from his position, nauseated, as he tells us, by the compromise, inevitable 
in the circumstances, designed for the maintainance of a religious uniformity, 
though but on paper, which in its turn is deemed vital to communal unity. 
Thus it will be seen that not merely Dr. Hockman, not merely the West End 
Synagogue Congregation or its Vestry, not merely the United Synagogue Act 


or its Deed of Foundation and Trust, not merely the Rabbinate, not merely" 


the ritual, not merely the practice of so-called’ Orthodoxy, not merely the 
spirit of réform—none of these are in themselves accountable for the 
‘state in which the pulpit finds itself and which the Hockman incident (as 
‘many others that have preceded it) tends to illuminate. None of these in 
themselves, for all of them are elements born of conditions and circum.

The Jewish Arts Club. 


A largely attended meeting was held on Sunday at Jews’ College for the 
purpose of framing a constitution for the Association, which was founded in July 
for focussing Jewish talent. Mr. ]. Brodetsky, B.8c., presided. 

Mr. GABRIEL COSTA reminded the meeting that here and there isolated 
attempts had been made to belittle the scheme and decry its utility. ‘So far as 
his own experience went it had been suggested to him that focussing Jewish 
talent was all very well in its way, but that what was needed in the new organi- 
sation was the co-operation of the men who “know the ropes.” It should be 
insisted upon that the leading figures of the arts and the professions be approached 
individually with the object of ascertaining in how far they intended to assist, by 
persona) service,*the training up of their ‘members in the way they should go. 

It was agreed to name thé organisation “The Jewish Arts’ Club.” The 
members will consist of men and women engaged in the professions of painting, 
music, drama, literature, the sciences, etc., as well as others who show a bona 
fide interest in the development of Jewish*talent. The constitution provides for 
the opening of club rooms under the management of a club committee. The 
Council is called upon to encourage ‘the formation of sections consisting of mem- 
bers grouped according to their professions and interests. Steps are to be taken 
for the establishment ofa library. The Council will also endeavour to secure a 
fund for the encouragement of talent. 

The aim of the Jewish Arts’ Club will be to establish a centre for social 
intercourse, in order to create a bond of sympathy among all those interested in 
Jewish talent, to encourage among them a spirit of mutual interest and help, and 
to stimulate a sense of Jewish consciousness. The age limit iseighteen, The 
annual subscription is half a guinea. : 

It was decided to hold another. general meeting in order to bring the Club to 
the notice of all interested in the movement.

THE NEW SITUATION IN RUSSIA, 
IMPORTANT CONCESSIONS TO JEWS. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PETROGRAD. 
it is of the utmost importance in present circumstances that the Jews in the 
~jied countries and in America should recognise how the Russian Government 
desires them to meet it in its present efforts to ameliorate the status of the Jews. 
The change im the official attitude is due to several causes. The war has 
saodoubtedly helped many to realise the truth of last week's declaration in the 
uma by ex-Judge Loshkeit, who stated that in the course of thirty-five years’ 
experience in the Pale he found that the anti-Semitic restrictions had only helped 
(ll therpockets of dishonest officials. But it must be remembered that though 
recent events dealt a blow to the reactionary forces, the latter are still strong even 
Parliament, and it is largely due to their opposition that the: Government 
crelerred to grant concessions to Jews on the authority of the Crown rather than 
by the introduction of Bills to that effect. One way in which the pro-Jewish 
peutioners in Russia could be strengthened and the anti-Semitic opposition dis- 
armed is by enabling our friends to point to immediate self-evident advantages to 
Russia in adopting a pro-Jewish régime. We have it onthe high authority of the 
Chairman of the Dama Committee of Defence, Deputy Shingarieff ; ofa prominent 
onember of the Upper House, Count Olsuvieff; and of the political workers, 
-ofessor Ozeroff, and the Vice-President of the Duma, M. Protopopov (who are 
nnected with the Russo-American Chamber of Commerce), that Russia desires 
ot only that the Allied countries should be able to realise the change in its 
‘titude towards Jews, but that our coreligionists in America should be in a posi- 
von to take note of it. The financial support of the great American Republic is 
sirable, and a voyage of Russian financial authorities abroad is contemplated. 
in the Duma. Budget Committee it was openly stated that concessions to Jews 
vould contribute towards securing the friendship of American finance. The 
Russo-American Chamber of Commerce is doing all in its power to secure more 
freedom for the Jews. The tone of the Minister of the Interior in a conversation 
with another Jewish deputation, headed by Baron Ginzburg, was hopeful, and 
he Duma Committee in respect to past blunders condemned the methods of 
expelling Jews, the taking of them as hostages, the spreading of accounts of their 
illeged espionage and the holding of a service at Tashkent praying for the release 
of Russia from “ Jewish spies.” It remains to be seen how the parties concerned 
can meet each other and come to a lasting understanding for the benetit of Jewry. 


FURTHER CONCESSIONS ANTICIPATED. 


Last week brought the brightest news for Jewry since the days of the Liberal 
era (a decade ago). The efforts of the Novoe Vremya and of the Markoff clique 
to minimise the opening of the non-Pale towns to Jews and to induce the 
authorities to limit the concession to war refugees failed completely. According 
to the statement issued by the Cabinet, the non-Pale towns (with the exceptions 
already mentioned) will not only be open to all Jews, but they will have the right 
to trade there and buy immovable property. The decision as to the latter point 
removes the fears that the concession will soon be withdrawn. 


TO BE CONFIRMED BY THE DUMA. : 

A strong movement is already on foot in the Taurida Palace to add a clause 
to the new Refugees’ Aid Bill making the concession permanent, and it is 
quite possible that the entire abolition of the Pale will then be proposed. 
The Minister of the Interior invited representatives of all parties to sound them 
on the Pale question, and during the Conference it transpired that only the Right 
and Extreme Nationalists were opposed to any concessions. Even the Advanced 
Nationalists were in favour of opening all towns to Jews, whilst the Octobrists 
promised to support a Government measure for the abolition of the Pale. 

MORE PRO-JEWISH PETITIONS. 

The partial abolition of the Pale is not accepted by our Christian friends as 
a solution of the Jewish question. The Municipality of Samara has adopted a 
resolution in favour of the abolition of the entire Pale, and the Zemstvo of 
Ekaterinoslav has decided to ask the Government to permit all Jewish refugees to 
live in the villages. Asa matter of fact, in the province of Nijni-Novgorod the 
Jews were already permitted to stay in the large villages. It is also expected 
that the Jewish factory owners and their employés from the Polish villages, where 
they had the right of domicile, will receive permission to settle in the non-Pale 
villages. 

Needless to add, the Liberal deputies all clamour for more concessions to 
Jews, but even the Moderates freely discuss in the lobby the possible emancipation 
of our coreligionists. 

Reactionaries of the type of Zamislovsky, Savenko, and Chvostov now 
approve of the opening of all towns to Jews, and members of the Upper House, 
too, discuss the necessity of granting concessions to our brethren. In Jewish 
circles the partial abolition of the Pale is welcomed, but as our leadinz coreligion- 
ists, MM. Warshavsky and Sliosberg have pointed out, the- matter cannot rest 
there. 

AN ARCHBISHOP'S VIEW. 

The orthodox. Archbishop of Warsaw, who is now participating in the 
labours of the Upper House, bras declared that the existence of the Pale is con: 
trary to the Christian religion. Emphasising the close relationship between the 
Jewish and Christian creeds, he ventured to hope that the present concession will 
mark the beginning of a new era of peace between the Jews and the Christians in 
Russia, 

WHAT IS NOW EBXPECTED. 


Sweeping educational concessions to Jews are now expected in many quarters. 
Some speak of the total abolition of all restrictions in theschools. Others believe 
that the percentage norm willbe: raised, especially in the new centres opened to 
Jews outside the Pale: Whrat-is certain, however, is that Count Ignatieff has 
already introducetl a system whereby all eligible Jews will be able to enter the 
medical faculties as non-matriculated students and go through the final State 
examination without restrictions. 


THE FORTHCOMING AMERICAN JEWISH 
CONGRESS. 


[FROM, OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
New YORK. 


A few days ago an Executive Bureau of the Jewish Congress Organisation 
Committee was formed. This Bureau is supposed to be a bureau of general 
Jewish affairs with a double object: to gather material with regard to the position 
of the Jews in the belligerent countries, and to issue statements and information 
to the Press concerning the position of the Jews eyerywhere. The Bureau is 
represented by the Independent Order Brith Abraham, Independent Order Brith 
Sholom, the Federations of Galician and Bukowinian Jews, American Zionists, 
Russian-Polish Jews, Bessarabian Jews, and Rumanian Jews, Independent Order 
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of the Sons of Israel; OrderSons of Zion, Union of Orthodox Hebrew Conegreta- 
tions, Misrachi Federation, Society of Orthodox Rabbis, United Hungarian 
Societies, and by many other Jewish organisations that altogether represent 
hundreds of thousands of Jews, if not millions, throughout the country. 

Such a representative Bureau for general Jewish aflairs would have weight 
with American public opinion, and no doubt it could achieve great things were 
the work seriously undertaken. As I pointed out in previous letters, the Jews in 
America, unlike the Poles and other nationalities, have failed to acquaint, the 
American public by means of the Press with the real position of the Jews in the 
belligerent countries. That was one of the reasons why the American public has 
not shown any interest in the Jewish question at the present juncture. The 
Jewish Press Bureau has every means at its disposal to make the Jewish question 
an important issue with the public and influential American public opinion in the 
interest of the Jews. Asa matter of fact, the Executive Bureau of the Jewish 
Congress Organisation Committee could become the mouthpiece of Jewry at large 
and represent the Jewish question in its real light. Time will show whether the 
work of the Bureau wil! justify our hopes. 


RESOLUTION IN SUPPORT OF A CONGRESS. 


At a representative meeting held recently the following resolution wis 
adopted 


Whereas, over ten million Jews are involved in the European War, subjected not 
only to the sufferings incident to the confligt, but also to the additional disabilities due 
to their race and religion; and 

Whereas this tragic and helpless condition of our brethren makes it incumbent 
upon American Jewry to give serious consideration to the problems arising out of the 
War, and to the anomalous position of the Jews among the nations ; and 

Whereas this great responsibility can be met only by the united efforts of American 
Jewry and with a clear understanding of conditions and of all the issues involved : 

Therefore be it resolved, that it is the sense of this meeting at which are present 
representatives of Jewish organisations in various parts of the City and State of New 
York and other parts of the country, and representing all sections of Jewry, that a 


Congress be called to consider the Jewish problem in all its phases, including the 
securing ot full rights for Jews throughout the world, and the egtablishmeat of a home 
land for the Jewish people in Palestine ; and to present the reasonable and just demands 
of the Jewish people before the nations of the world; and 

That such Congress be democratically convened and constituted, and give free and 
public expression to the aims and aspirations of the Jewish people; and 


That we pledge our support to uch Congress to the uimost of our streneth and 
resources, and call upon Jews to unite for this sacred purpose. 


“MENTOR’S” ARTICLE ON RUSSIAN “EVACUATION ”

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT PROHIBITS ANTI-JEWISH 
MANIFESTATIONS. | 


The special correspondent of the Daily Telegraph at Petrograd states: The 
circular which Prince Shtcherbatoff has just addressed to the Governors may be 
cited as an illustration of the transformation that is coming over the spirit of the 
Administration.

A SPe&CIAL MINUTE OF THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS.

Some of the local 
subordinate officials might otherwise infer that the Council of Ministers has 
abolished the legal restrictions of Jewish rights. 

The actual text of the circular which Prince Shicherbatov, the Acting- 
Minister of the Interior, has addressed to the Governors, reads as follows ({ quote 
from the Retch of Sunday, August 29th): “On the 15/28th of August the 
Minister of the Interior has sent the Governors and Prefects the following 
circular: I beg to inform your Excellency, for the purpose of giving 
the mecessary orders, that in view of the extraordinary circumstances 
of the time of war and pending the general revision in the mannet 
laid down by the law of the laws and regulations in force concerning 
Jews, I have permitted, in accordance with the decision of the Council of 
Ministers of the 4/17th inst. and by virtue of article 158 and 314 of the Establish- 
ment of the Ministries, Edition 1892 and Continuation of 1912, Jews to live in the 
towns outside the Pale of their general Settlement, with the exception of the 
Capitals and of the localities within the jurisdiction of the Ministries of the 
Imperial Court and of War. 

To anybody familiar with the Russian laws concerning Jews and especially 
with the ways in which these laws are applied by the oficials, it is evident that

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RELIEF OF WAR SUFFERING JEWS. 


THE TERRIBLE DISTRESS IN POLAND. 
ELOQUENT, APPEAL BY M. SOKOLOW. 


A mass meeting of East End Jews was held on Sunday at the Mile End 
Empire to assist the movement for relieving the distress of the non-combatant 
Jewish victims of the war in Poland. The meeting was organised by the London 
District Branch of the Central Committee. 

Mr. HERMANN LANbav, who presided, read communications from the 
Chief Kabbi (who wrote that he had made an earnest pulpit appeal on behalf of 
the suffering Polish Jews and had invited ministers in London and the Provinces 
to do so); from Mr. Israel Zangwill, Mr. Joseph Cowen and others. The meet- 
ing, said Mr. Landau, had been arranged by an Aid Society of the central body, 
and he thanked its officials and members for the energy they were displaying in 
the interests of the movement. The sacrifices that were being made by those 
Jews in Russia and Poland who were able to help the Relief Funds were very 
great. They had established a large number of relief centres, medical missions, 
hospitals and dispensaries in those parts where they were most needed, but the 
demand for more of such institutions must be very great. He wished to thank 
the Jews in the British colonies for the splendid contributions they bad given the 
Fund—South Africa especially, 44,000 having come from one town there, 
Johannesburg cheers.) They must not think he had not approached their 
richer brethren in this country. He had tried to induce them to take an active 
part in this movement for relief. But he had not not been so successful with 
them as he had been with the Jewish masses, who had come forward in a notable 
way, contributing close upon 


£28,000 IN PENCE, SHILLINGS, AND HALF-CROWNS 
This had furnished an example tothe richer Jews the results of which he had 
every reason to believe would be highly successful. A committce was being 
formed which would embrace some of the most important members of the com. 


munity. When he mentioned such names as those of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. 
Mr. Claude Montefiore and Mr. Ilenriques they would see the kind of Jews who 
were going to help them. M. Sokolow had joined their committee and had 


already proved of great value to them. M. Sokolow had accompanied 
him to Manchester where they had a successful meeting, a_ very 
fair sum having come from that city since. The Central Committee 


had sent 180,000 roubles to Baron Giinzburg who was at the head of the Relief 
Committee in Petrograd and /1,000 to Alexandria for the relief of Jewish 
Refugees from Palestine—they were about to send another /1,000, as an order 
had been issued by the Turkish Government to intern alien enemies who did not 
leave the country. This freedom to leave the country had been obtained by the 
American Ambassador. The money they were sending would help them in 
getting away. An advertisement had recently appeared in the general press in 
which a number of

for Polish Jews. The prime mover in the matter was Mr. Wilkinson, agentleman 
connected with the Mildmay Mission to the Jews in East London. To take 
advantage of the present situation to proselytise their suffering Polish brethren 
would be an abominable thing in the eyes of every fair minded Englishman, and 
the eminent supporters of this non-Jewish movement certainly had no such idea. 
Mr. Wilkinson had repudiated the idea of proselytising work, whereupon Mr. 
Landau had asked him to send the money resulting from the appeal to the Jewish 
Committee in London, who would see that it was distributed by Jewish Com- 
mittees in Russia and Poland. Mr. Wilkinson had arranged to go to Russia him- 
self, but he (Mr. Landau) was anxious that no money should be distributed by 
anyone connected with the m‘ssions, and when Mr. Wilkinson asked him for a 
letter of introduction to Baron Ginzburg he refused to give him one, agreeing, 
however, to write to the Baron and explain what he had told Mr. Wilkinson. 
(Hear, hear). Mr. Landaa in conclusion moved aresolution on behalf of the Dis- 
trict Committee, pledging the meeting to do its utmost to alleviate the suffering of 
the distressed Jews of Poland and the Jewish refugees from Palestine. 

Mr. S. Lipton, Secretary of the Central Committee, read the resolution in 
Yiddish and explained in that tongue the points raised by the Chairman. 


A MATTER OF DUTY, NOT OF CHARITY. 

Mr. NaHuUM SOKOLOW, who was received with applause, made a great 
appeal in the Yiddish language to the Jewish soul. His address was a magnif- 
cent oration, every phrase of which impressed by its Jewishness. He began by 
telling of a sight which met him on his visits to the British Museum. He came 
across Jews from Poland and Russia walking through the galleries on a Sabbath 
afternoon and paying particular attention to relics of ancient Egypt—the mummi- 
fied remains of the Pharaohs—and the contrast between those antiquities and. 
the people who regarded them so interestedly bad struck him deeply. He had 
commenced his address with the Yeftziath Mitzraim for it was round that, 
as round an axle, that the story of the Jews turned. It would be remem- 
bered that the Egyptians began to get afraid of the Jews as soon as they 
started increasing in numbers. Lut it was not merely the fact of this 
increase that gave the Pharaohs cause for alarm, but the way the increase 
proceeded. So far from spreading the Jews it seemed the more to bind them 
together. Not the am Yisroel but the am bnei Yisroel frightened the 
Egyptians. The strength of the Jewish people had, in fact, at all times rested in 
their union, and their weaknesses came as the result of disunion. M. Sokolow 
gave Listorical illustrations to show how thiscommunity of feeling had preserved the 
race. It was this feeling and not just one of philanthropy which prompted Jews who 
helped one: another in times of distress. They were often despised for their 
“solidarity,” but the accusation—in the way it was meant—was a false one. But 
he would say to them, continue to earn 


THE QUALIFICATION OF SOLIDARITY, ; 
for Jews did not use the attribute in opposing the desires of non-Jews, but in 
preserving themselves. They came forward that day not as chevrah gemilus 
chesed but in an appeal of great national importance, They had this importance 
continually kept before their minds in the present crisis—he spoke not 
of the miseries which Jews had to suffer in common with the non- 
Jews of every country but of those they suffered as a people. What affected 
one part of the Jewish body was felt by the whole body, and when it came about 
that what had been thought to be a part of the body did not feel the sufferings of 
another limb, then that part should be cut off. Better to have a good and 
healthy body than to be encumbered by a false limb which might prove a danger 
to the remainder. They must remember at the present time the great part which 
Poland had played in the history of their people—its great contribution to Jewish 
learning and the part it had taken in the preservation of Jewish traditions. The 
people of Poland were now Korbonouth for them all in the golus. M. Sokolow 
reminded his audience in touching terms of the peaceful Jewish life of the Polish

He told of the eftorts made by 
the Jewish communities left intact to provide food and shelter during the temporary 
rests of their fleeing brethren, and of the proud refusal of the people to give 
hostages for their conduct. He earnestly appealed, as one who personally knew 
the sheer necessity of the help, for every penny that could be spared to provide 
tood for the distressed refugees from Poland. | ig?

The sins of ignorance are the worst 
and the best; the worst, because they are unavoidable and hardly to be 
exorcised by deep prayer ; the best, because God Himself has not remove | 
the temptation from our path. This, surely, is the riddle of Sir Har: 
Johnston, and the ultimate difficulty of religion: Why did He, who fo 
bade us to place any. stumbling-block at the feet of the blind, so rigid!» 
limit human knowledge? Why are we all blind metaphysicians? Wh 
is the pathway full of stumbling-blocks when the physical barriers hav: 
been passed? We can foresee so many yards, and by reason of telescope 
sO many more; we can hear across so much space, and by reason o! 
telephones across so much more ; but\no kind of telepathy has succeedec 
in endowing us with God's eyes and ears. We are still this side of thi 
daisies, till, haply, they shall grow on our graves— 
Little flower—but if I could understand 


What you are, root and all, and all in all, 
I should know what God and:man is. 


The sins of ignorance are the ugliest and the most abundant. We al 
sin by ignorance in every waking hour of our seventy years. Yet some 
thing at any rate may be done to reach atonement with God, to see thing 
from His point of view, on the Day of Atonement once a year. We have to 
clear our minds of.their common furniture. We -should examine carefully 
all we know, whether by acquisition or intuition. First, it is a sort of 
education to be a child, a parent, a wife, or husband. The filial, parental, 
and conjugal relations are natural, as well as personal; and our business 
on the Day of Intercession:is 


TO SIFT THEIR GATHERED EXPERIENCE, 


and to distinguish between the universal and the particular; to say, This 
I know as a son, daughter, father, mother, husband, or wife; this is 
personal to me and him or her. The ultimate deposit of this mental 
process, which, believe me, is by no means easy, may be but a speck on 
the spirit, so small as hardly to be noticed. But it is the one reality, the 
single item of truth. Start with this. Be for once, not *his.or hers, whether 
cousort, parent, or child, but seize fhe idea of the relationship, established 
by some agency on this earth; become the Ideal for a minute of thought 
and the attributes of the Ideal may descend on you. The father-metaphor 
of God may become illuminated. Since everyone is a son or daughter, to 
take the commonest of all relationships, there is a ‘universal son-idea, 
transcending each several sonship. And through our perviousness to 
universal ideas, we shall approach to understanding of the universe. 

To ascend throngh.our own personality ‘to a power -of direct com- 
munion is at least a step towards atonement. Next, and still less 
easily, we should try to revise what we have learned from books and men. 
Scrutinise beliefs; the most obvious, first. Re-examine the premises 
of such beliefs. Start from what you know: your own business, some 
committee on which you serve, any relation of life and affairs in which 
others are interested with yourself, and in which, for its smooth conduct, 
certain assumptions have to be shared in common. Work put those 
assumptions backwards, step by step, testing the way. You will be pulled 
up against an ultimate something, beyond law, custom, and fear, which 
represents and incorporates an idea. Explain that‘tdea,if you can. If 
not, add it to your first idea. There are not too many to be collected. 

Lastly, if your purpose holds, come down to the problems of the present 
war. Forget Austria and the murdered Archduke, England and Belgian 
neutrality, Germany and the command of the seas, France and her ravished 
|} provinces. Forget your son, if he has fallen; your peril, if you are going 
out. It is you who are to be at one with God, not God with youn. You want 
His view ; hypothetically, He knows yours. How does this war-differ from 
other wars? To our eyes and ears, immensely; to His, hardly at all. If 
sea, land, and air are His, the slow conquest of the.air by human ‘science is 
merely an unregarded incident of the gradual conquest of the c!ements. 
We traverse all three by machinery; it matters litthe at what cate we 
conquered which. Try at least to get the human perspective. \Ve pass 
over with a line in our history.books the firet employment of bows and 
arrows, the first employment of gunpowder; we shall pass over the first 
employment of aeroplanes. We hardly concern ourselves to-day about the 
difference between the Armada boats and Nelson's; . we shall reach a time 
when the novelty of the stibmarine will have disappeared. These aspects 
make for difference, not for at-onement. They emphasise the differentia 


of this campaign and neglect its underlying likeness, Waris. Let us start

not with war ; for the war needs no demonstration, Ten, twenty, a hundred 
years hence, one poor effort of’ imagination will take the present campaign 
ut of its near and false perspective. Its horrors and hypocrisies are no 
worse than those of other wars. 


It is our ravenous that quails, 
Flesh by its-craven fears and thirsts distraught. 


There was a William the Conqueror in 1066; there is a William 
would-be-Conqueror in 1915; and there is a history-book written by super- 
men, which will draw but a hair-line between the two. There isa perspec- 
‘ive—call it Divine, if no other epithet suggests itself—in which the two 
dates are as close as 1914 and 1915. “ Ye are but children,” said the Priest 
in Egypt to the Sage of Greece; and Tennyson, writing on that text, pro- 
pounds the pertinent questiop :— 

if twenty million of summers are stored in the sunlight still, 
We are far from the noon of man, there is time for the race to grow. 


This war is teaching us materially to think in millions of pounds. We 
are spending ten millions a week, we remark daily to our neighbour, with 
ever diminishing awe. We grow familiar with such counters. We expand 
our intellect to grasp them. Can we not learn spiritually to think in millions 
of years? Can we never expand our soul to grasp God's purpose in the 
universe? We bow our heads in the temple of Mammon and respond to 
the call of our mind’s eye. Shall we be confused in the Temple of God, 
and fall below the call to.our soul’s eye? Poor parents, mourning your 
son; poor widow, weeping for your lover! Look up, look up, I beseech 


you, from the personal to the public view. Make your atonement with 
God this day. Is it easier to see 


ENGLAND'S VIEW 
than God’s view? You do not say that your?dear one was murdered; you 
say that he gave his life for England. You change the perspective as you 
speak. If he had been killed by a German in cold blood, you would seek 
your remedy at criminal law. Since he was killed by Germany for England, 
your patriotism sets you at one with England. You have made your atone- 
ment with England. You see eye to eye with her. The sin of ignorance 
has been rolled out of your path. Enlarge England to Europe, and, if 


you are well read in history, your dear one’s death will disappear yet 
further

through war. You are at one with the European idea. 
your atonement with Europe. 


You have made 
Yet one step more, oh! sinful men and 
women; yet one more stumbling block of ignotance to be removed, and 
shall we not make atonement with.God, in whose hands are the issues of 
good and evil? Is the faith of patriotism vain ? 
you givehis life for England? Do you mean what you say in your pride : 
Who lives if England die"? Yet, as England is wider than your family, 
and as Europe holds England in fee, so there is a perspective beyond 
Europe, and a faith Which includes His “ million million of suns.” 

It little disturbs. our search for atonement that Norman William 
invaded Saxon Alfred, or that France and England waged a hundred years’ 
war. It little disturbs our atonement that God's sparrows perished in the 
last frost. It is only the present sin that counts. 

One with another we forbear. Give heed, 

Look at the mournful world Thou hast decreed, 

The time hascome. At last we hapless men 

Know all our haplessness all through. Come, then, 
Endure undreamed humility : Lord of Heaven, 

Come to our ignorant hearts and be forgiven. 5 


This, too, is atonement before the Lord. « We confess our ignorance, 
and forgive. But higher yet is the atonement we shall.make if we confess 
our ignorance and seek forgiveness; if we acknowledge that we have 
availed ourselves too slowly of the powers of self-perfection that He gave ; 
if we acknowledge that we have employed too selfishly the capacities for 
service. which He imparted; if we acknowledge that we have used too 
narrowly the natural affections which He implanted ; if for one moment of 
glorious soul-life we see our failures through His eyes and hear the tale of 
our shortcomings with His ears. 

Be at one with Him to-day in this ordeal. Make atonement before 
God for your transgressions, for He measures, not knowledge, but the use 
Se, we seek atonement 
with Thee, O God; for the sins which we have committed in ignorance, 
grant once more Thy pardon, Lord!

A Sermon for the Week.

THE FORGIVENESS OF SIN. 


“ Who is a God like unto Thee, that pardoneth iniquity, and passeth by 
the transgression of the remnant of his heritage. He retaineth not His anger 
for ever, because He delighteth in mercy. He willturn again and have com- 
passion upon us; He will tread our iniquities under foot ; and thou wilt cast 
all their sins.into the depths of the sea.”—Micah vii., 18, 19. 


However much we may differ from one another, and we do in many 
respects, in one thing we are all alike ; we all have need of pardon. Oftea 
it is human pardon that is extended to us, or that we extend to others. But 
our pardons, like ourselves, are full of imperfections. They are grudging 
and informed by so much bad feeling that it may be said of them: Our 
pardons need to be pardoned, our forgivenesses need to be forgiven. But 
when God forgives, He forgives in a manner, so to speak, worthy of Him- 
self. There is a divinity about His forgiveness which places it above all 
comparison with human forgiveness. In the text we have God's pardon 
described by four words, all presenting beautiful shades and distinctions of 
meaning. “Who is a God like unto thee, that pardoneth iniquity?” 
There the word “ pardon” is used. In the next line we have, “ and passeth 
by the transgressions of His people.” The third expression is, “ He will 
subdue our iniquities,” and the last is, ‘* He will cast our sins into the depths 
of the sea.”". Evidently pardoning is God's special activity. Whilst ia 
everything. God is incomparable, He is most unrivalled in the matter of 
forgiving. It is in the glory of forgiveness that God's splendour shines 
most transcendentally. Moses once offered a strange request. He said: 
Lord, show me Thy glory.” And how was that request answered? God 
said, “1 will cause all My goodness to pass before thee.’ And as Moses 
stood in the cleft of the rock and God passed before him there was hearda 
voice proclaiming: “The Lord is a merciful and gracious God, long- 
suffering and full of mercy and truth, showing kindness unto thousands, 
forgiving iniquity and transgression and sin.” There Moses had his prayer 
answered. He said, “Show me Thy glory,” and the glory of God is His 
ability and willingness to forgive. The first of the four words used in the 
text, and which is translated “ pardon,”’ signifies in the original “ to lift up,” 
“to carry away.” When sin is pardoned by God, it is lifted up and carried 
right away. Note the next word “and passeth by "—that is as if 
He did not see it. He deals with the sinner as if he had not 
committed any evil at all. In the third place, God in His forgive- 
ness subdues our iniquities. He breaks their power, that is to say. 
And lastly, “ thou will cast all their sins into the depths of the sea." He 
drops them into the deepest place that can be found, and there they lie, 
for ever forgiven and forgotten. Now, wonderful as this idea of divine 
pardon is, there is never any indication in the Bible that the conception of 


it presented difficulty to ancient Israel. It never occurred to anyone that 
the idea of pardon was 


SELF-CONTRADICTORY OR IMPOSSIBLE. 


And the reason is that our fathers who wrote the Old Testament 
believed with a simple intensity in the personality of God and the personal 
character of all our relations to Him. They had never heard of. such 
abstractions as natural law and its inviolableness. When they sinned, 
they knew that they’sinned against God; they knew that His anger was 
kindled and He hid His face from them. But that was not all they knew. 
Thev knew that many a time He turned His anger away, and stirred not 
up all His wrath. They knew that He made His face to shine upon them. 
They knew that all life changed under that brightness, as the earth changes 
under the sun of spring. That was what they called forgiveness. It 
was a real experience, and never merely 4 figurative expression. 
meant 
the coming of God again into the life from which He had been shut out. 
It meant a change in God's relation to a sinful people—a change which 
always brought with it regenerative powers. Now the idea of forgiveness 
presents certain intellectual difficulties to those who do not think in this 
personal fashion of the relations of God and man, but who dwell mentally 
in a modern world of natural laws. In such a world sin isan action; an 
action, which has initiated certain movements in the vast mechanism of 
nature, and these movements must work themselves out to their inevitable 
issue. To speak of forgiveness in this connection is to speak of something 
which appears to be unreal. ‘It is impossible from this point of view to 
imagine sin as being forgiven. Men see that their sins have involved them 
in consequences which go far beyond themselves and their control, and 
they see that it is impossible for them to escape punishment. Every act of 
wropng-doing exacts its penalty. Sin is followed by retribution as surely as 
night follows day. Where, then, in the natural order of things, is there 
scope for forgiveness? Justice and mercy are incompatible ideas. How, 
then, is it possible to reconcile such opposites ? If God invariably punishes 
sin, how can He ever be said to forgive it? That is the difficulty that 
presents itself to people who look at things from the point of view of 
natural law. The truth is that, looking at things from this point of view 
we are not dealing with sin at all. We are only dealing with wrong-doing, 
with violations of the laws of the universe: and that is not the same thing, 


SIN CAN ONLY BE DEFINED 


in one way, by relation to God. Till our relation to God comes into view 
it is impossible to understand the realities or possibilities which it involves, 
What is it that is violated by sin? Is it some abstract law which is 
embodied in the world? No, it is the will of the living God, that will in 
which alone we have eternal life. If, then, we ask: “ Can sin be forgiven?” 
the reply is: If there is no living God forgiveness is impossible, as 
impossible as sin itself. But granting the living God and the living soul, 
the answer is not doubtful. “ For forgiveness is with thee.” God is able 
to saye to the uttermost. He can put right with Himself again the soul 
which has been most desperately wrong. The sin which has struck its 
roots deep into our nature He can uproot. He can make the flesh of the 


leper come again like the flesh of a little child. This is what forgiveness 


; 
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means. It ig a spiritual effect. It ig not in nature to produce or 
impart it; it is the work of God on Whom all nature depends, and W tom 
everything in nature serves. But it is a work which this transcendant, 
living, personal God actually achieves. It has been wronght by Him 
for sinners; it has been wrought in them and upon them from generation 
to generation. It is wrought to this day, and inspires all that is most 
deeply felt in worship. “ Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not any of 
his benefits, that he forgiveth all thine iniquities.” It is not any illusion, it 
is the most real of all experiences, which speaks out in this grateful adora- 
tion. But this experience of divine forgiveness does not imply that we 
shall escape the natural consequences of our wrong-doing. There is 
nothing in the Bible to lead us to suppose this. Quite the contrary. For- 
giveness and punishment go together. When God consents to forgive the 
sin of the Israelites at Horeb, He declares :—*' Nevertheless in the day 
when I visit I will visit their sin upon them.” And when subsequently God 
reveals Himself to Moses as “ forgiving iniquity and transgression and sin,” 
it is added, “He will by no means clear the guilty.” And again, 
when David repents of his great sin, and the prophet announces: “ the 
Lord hath put away thy sin,” he is carefulto add: ‘ Howbeit, because by 
this deed thou has given great occasion to the enemies of the Lord to 
blaspheme, the child that is born unto thee shall surely die.”’ David is 
forgiven, but he does not escape punishment. Indeed, the man

realises more completely than any man all that sin is. He is initiated into 
the whole truth about it; the folly of it, the ingratitude, the despair; above 
all, the inexorableness with which God reacts against it. It is not the man 
who. is forgiven who shirks the reality of sin. To take it for all that it is, 
with all that it involves, is the condition of being forgiven; or rather, it is 
part of the experience of forgiveness. How clearly this is set forth in the 


last chapter but one of Leviticus! “They shall confess their iniquity 
in their trespass which they treepassed against me, and also that because 
they have walked contrary unto me, I also walked contrary unto them, 
and brought them into the land of their enemies: if then their uncir- 
cumcised heart be humbled, and they then accept the punishment of 
their iniquity, then will I remember my covenant unto them.” To accept 
the punishment of our iniquity is part of the-expérience of reconciliation. 
Aud by such acceptance of one’s punishment is not meant submitting to 
the inevitable, recognising that the results of sin are-irreversible, and 
to have nothing to do but to abide by the consequences and live out our 
lives resignedly at the level to which sin has brought them. That is to 
forget God and God's love and healing power. It is even to forget that 
the punishment of gur iniquity in a world ruled by God's love has for its 
object to deliver the soul from sin. Forgiveness, then, is possible if we 
have a Heavenly Father, and if sin is sin against Him. The _ possibility of 
forgiveness can only be questioned by those who do not believe in a loving 
(,od with whom men have personal relations, or whose God is not the 
lather of the spirits of all flesh, but only the unity of al the laws of nature. 
There is a stage of human experience at which we think that sin is the last 
reality. The evil things we have done, the weight of them on our con- 
science, the consequences of them in our lives, their far-reaching influence 
on the lives of others—these are the realities we encounter everywhere, 
and from which we cannot get away. They are like an iton cage in which 
we have imprisoned ourselves. But, in point of fact, real as these things 
are, real as sin is with its appalling consequences, they are not the ultimate 
reality of the universe. There is a reality which is deeper, which subsists 
in spite of them, which is not defeated or expelled from the world by them ; 
which can take them for all that they are, and yet appeal to the sinner 
through them. What is that other, that teanscendant and ultimate, reality 
which ‘brings hope to despair? It is the love of God, God's love for 
mankind.

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“WHY I RESIGNED.” 
A PLEA FOR DR. HOCKMAN, 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “ PERPLEXED AND IMPENITENT.” 


S1r,—Chivalry, of course, we know is dead long ago, and to tilt against 
the communal mills may be the work of a Don Quixote. Still, the question 
may be asked whether every fairness is dead, and because a man has 
committed 4 rash act no quarter is to be given. Let me at once state that 
I repudiate entirely all the published religious reasons given by Dr. 
Hockman for his resignation, that I have nothing in common with them, 
nor would I eonsider it right for a mibister in a conservative synagogue to 
hold such views, and to think himself justified in occupying the position of 
religious teacher. 


No word need be lost about his unfortynate escapade in the Gentile 
Press, but if you, Sir, had glanced further down the columns of the Weekly 
Dispatch you would have found that others were equally guilty of washing 
special linen in public. But let this pass. Is there no reverse to the medal? Is 
that which Dr. Hockman finds fit to publish the whole story from beginning to 
end? Or has he chosen to show to the world only the religious dissatisfaction, 
and kept from them the agony of mind to which every Jewish minister 
is subject in the Anglo- Jewish community? It is easy to blame those who 
are apparently in the wrong. Are the Committee and members of the New 
West End Synagogue only cooing doves and sucking kids? Are they not to 
a.very large extent responsible? The remarkable baste with which they 
accepted the rash or deliberate action, for 1 do not know the temper of Dr. 
Hockman, shows that they had not the slightest desire of sparing his feelings, 
and that they were only too anxious to get rid of him and snatched at the 
first opportunity he gave them. Now what was the attitude of this same 
congregation to Dr. Hockman before his appointment and during the first 
years of his tenure of office ?. Mr. Singer, an inimitable preacher, a man 
of sound sense, deep sympathies, and winning personality, a inan with ripe 
experience, had been called away. One might have thought that a congre- 
gation such as the New West End would have tried to get a man who, in 
some respects, would be a worthy successor to their great minister, a man 
of scholarly attainments and rhetorical power, a man in years, ripened in 
judgment and in wisdom, with definite religious views and strength-of 
character, in any case someone who had already had experience of public 
life. Yet instead of finding such a man—I believe there .were some 
to be found—they took almost the youngest of the candidates, a man 
undoubtedly very gifted, but with no settled convictions, not yet tried 
in the furnace of Jewish communal life, and because he was able 
to preach in a sonorous voice, in high-sounding phrases, they became 
intoxicated by his volubility and almost worshipped him as an idol. One 
must do Dr. Hockman justice. Although a community’s memory is always 
very short yet the files of the JEWISH CHRONICLE are there to prove that 
from the beginning he showed a marked disposition for cutting away from 
what he called conventional Judaism and of striking out a way of his own 
in which he was followed by a large number of the members of the New 
West End Synagogue. Changes and rechanges were tried. New experi- 
ments were made for." attracting the worshippers.”” No one protested, and 
though the late Dr. Adler, I understand, once demurred to the unbalanced 
utterances of Dr. Hockman the community acquiesced, and when the time 
for re-election came the New West Ead congtegation accepted uncondi- 
tionally the terms laid down by Dr, Hockman for a life-long appointment. 

They ought to have foreseen the consequences, of their action and 


' now they ought to have the courage to own they have made a mistake. 


But, of course, who can expect Wardens to make a mistake? The only 
one capable of making a mistake was, of course, Dr. Hockman, and 
no sooner did he give them the loophole than they went through it. But 
what led up to the crisis ? . 

Was Dr. Hockman spared the tender treatment to which the Jewish 
minister is heir in Anglo-Jewry? Was he not made to feel the unpleasant 
amiability, the supercilious condescension which disports itself in every 
wardens’ box and spréads even to the lowest member of the congrega- 
tion—I mean, of course, the poorest, for this is the only way in which 
the members are judged and are appraised. The letter which you published 
last week from one of the prominent members, and various things which 
have happened during the last few years and are known to the public were 
sufficient indication to show which way the wind blew. The members of 
the congregation became the law givers. Dr. Hockman received a good 
many times a dressing down—such as I understand had been administered 
even to a Chief Rabbi many years ago. Nothing he did was right. What 
wonder, then, that a man who has not yet been tied down by marriage or 
ground down by age should at a moment of despair snap the ties which 
bound him to the community and seek his liberty from the petty persecu- 
tions, pin-pricks and bullyings to which every minister is subjected. 


The Rev. Morris Joseph some years ago was able to expose in 
your columns the system that prevails in the community in its treatment 
of the ministers. Every man, whatever his antecedents may be or what- 
ever his present occupation, as soon as he enters the Wardens’ box—be i} 
in London or in the provinces—thinks himself master and is anxious and 
willing to show his authority in the first place to the minister, The way in 
which the minister is spoken of in thetr homes and before the children is. 
not conducive to increase the respect, or to produce appreciation for fruit- 
fulness of the labours of the self-sacrificing minister. The petty salary is 
grudged. What wonder if the sons of the well-to-do who are daily. 
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witnesses of these acts of petty tyranny and unspeakable misery should 
turn their backs on minister and ministry alike ? The talk of the improved 
situation of the ministers is one of the many shams on which the community 
lives and battens. In olden times, when according to the tale people were 
laid on the bed of Procrustes, when they were too long their legs were cut 
off and when they were too short they were stretched to measure. In 
our communities when one is found to be too long, too big, too great, too 
independent his head is taken off—decapitation is the work in which the 
community is busily engaged and those who walk about headlessly will 
diso walk about heedlessly into the danger that is ahead and of the abyss 
that yawns at their feet. 

The resignation of Dr. Hockman is not so much a revolt against some 
religious forms which the people themselves do not observe at all, and for 
the breaking of which they do not ask the sanction of anyone, but it isa 
revolt against the pettinesses and spite which reduce the community to 
that state of spiritual anarchy from which there is no recovery. You, Sir, 
speak of reorganisation and of other shibboleths of this kind from which 
you expect wonders. All your bellows will not create a flame the moment 
the last spark is extinguished, and the community is on the high road of 
doing this with a vengeance. All spirituality is quenched, all generosity is 
a thing of the past the moment a minister is in question. The wardens 
claim to be the keepers of the minister's character and conscience and of 
his religious convictions. 

As one who is allowed a peep behind the veil I think it is only right 
that the community should realise that there is another side to this resigna- 
tion. Dr. Hockman, I! fear, will not be thankful to me for this plea, but I 
have nothing to do with Dr. Hockman personally. I am not beholden to 
bim nor he to me. But of one thing I wish to assure him, that whilst I 
entirely disagree with his views and regret his action, he deserves every 
sympathy for the manly stand which he has made and for the sacrifice 
which he has brought in acting up to his convictions and in breaking the 
fetters of intolerable petty communal thraldom. 


A REPLY TO Mr. F. S. FRANKLIN. 


TO THE EDITOR:—From the Rev. Dr. JOSEPH HOCKMAN, B.A., 
Moscow Court, W. 


Sir,—Mr-;-F. S. Franklin, the number of whose attendances at the New West 
End Synagogue during my ministry hardly exceeded the number of the years of 
my ministry, has appointed himself the spokesman of the seatholders to insult 
them when he says that my “plea to be received at the houses of seatholders went 
largely unanswered.” It is hardly necessary to deny the statement and its impli- 
cation. I can assure my successor that his lines will be cast in pleasant places 
among kind and considerate people, although, of course, there are a few who will 
display a tendency to “ boss,” but whom he can ignore. 

There is little more need to contradict the remaining assertions. I can hardly 
hold myself responsible for the failure of Mr. F. S. Franklin's power to persuade 
his family to go to St. Petersburgh Place; for they did not prefer another ortho- 
dex synagogue, but the West London Congregation of British Jews, with which 
they have the strongest personal associations, and where the services and stand- 
point are so different. 

Mr. Singer once entered a meeting of the seatholders and was told to with- 
draw. In face of that fact it can hardly be put against me that when I urged that 
I be invited to all committees I was told I had better give up tryimg to secure this, 
But it really seems supertiuous to take Mr. Frankim's assertions in detail. The 
stones he flings fall so short of his aim, and it is not easy to understand why he 
has endeavoured.to meet my stand for principles with an attempted personal 
attack. My quarrel was not with my congregants, who, indeed, were not pre- 
pared for my resignation. You, Sir, also maintain against me the charge which 
seems to do little credit to the ingenuity of its inventor. These personal matters 
are of small concern. The time will come when those who care will unite to 
deepen their convictions and to realise their ideals. | 


HOCKMAN’S CONSISTENCY,

Sir,—I notice that in his various pronunciamentos Dr. Hockman makes a 
fetish of consistency. Nothing pains him more than the “dissonance ” between 
precept and practice among Jews.

Even Reform congregations and ‘‘ Free Conservative 
Synagogues” cannot undermine the fundamentals of our religion. ° 

It is in practice that the Jew is bound. A religion which only reaches people 
once or twice a year ts obviously not likely

These statements are mutually destructive. The Jew cannot be bound in 
= without being subject to an influence that affects him daily throughout 
is life. The home, just as much as the synagogue, is the repository of Judaism. 
Of course, if Dr. Hockman does not want the Jew to be bound in practice, 
another issue is raised.

At t the Jew draws 
upon the past, but if we have a large free 
settlement in Palestine we shall also have 
a Jewish present to upon.

Six,—Since Dr. Hockman resigned I have very much wanted to write to 
your paper to express some of the views of those who appreciate the work he-has 
done since he came to the synagogue. Members of other congregations have had 
a good deal to say, but not many have written from the New West Pnd. And I 
feel 1 am in a position to voice the opinion of the regular attendant at synagogue, 
as I can safely say that I have heard nearly every sermon which he tras preached 
inthe New West End. There are many of us who found in Dr. Hockman just 
that bracing quality which one needs in a minister. The path of lie is difficult, 
many a signpost indicates the direction we should take but remains silent as to 
the way in which we shall overcome the very obstacle to which it points. Dr 
Hockman lent just that human touch, that hint of personal feeling, to his sermons, 
which did help one along the dithcult way we have to go. He had the power of 
making one think—sometimes an unpleasant process—when one was quite content 
to drift along, secure in the knowledge that one was at any rate no worse than 
one's neighbours ;- he had a way of making one wonder whether such a standard 
was good enough 

And, further, Dr. Hockman understands the spirit of Judaism, not merely the 
words, but the spirit underlying the words of the Law, so that he explains many 
things to be beautiful which before seemed to be binding merely because they 
were traditional. His isa living Judaism, not “a garment to be kept ina glass 
case and taken out to be worn several times a year” that Gentiles may know we 
are Jews. Not only on matters of Orthodoxy but on the question of bringing our 
Judaism into closer touch with our every day life, ceaselessly he sought for the 
best path—not always the easiest to follow. 

He does not find fault with rigid commands but with those which to-day 
have lost their value through altered conditions of life. He does not so much 
blame those who do not conform (although he has a decided leaning towards 
true orthodoxy) as those who preach and do not practise. I wonder that he has 
not yet realised that there must always be people in this world who do not

_ practise what they preach. 


It is very regrettable that these people should have caused him to lose heart 
in the fine work he was doing. 

And I must add that there are many of his congregants who hope to see him 
take heart again, and return to the pulpit.

Is Dr. HOCKMAN TO BE LOST TO US? 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. J. D. JACOBS, 168, Walm Lane, N.W. 

Sir,—The concluding paragraph to an interesting article upon Dr. Hock- 
man's resignation, which appeared in the Daily, Telegraph of August 23rd, was 
as follows :— 


Dr. Hockman’s action is courageous and will earn for him even a greater sympathy 
and respect than he already enjoys. It willdo much more; it will direct attention afresh 


to the greatest of all problems, the mystery of religious belief and its important bearing 
upon the individual! and corporate life of Jews, especially in these days when inseparably 
bound up with the national problems are others}affecting the whole future of the entire 
Face. 


Those expressions of opinion are as impressive and urgent to-day as they 
were when writtcn on the 23rd ult., and when you, in your leader of the 20th 
August, stated that the action of Dr. Hockman at least introduced an element of 
reality into a communal! life that was singularly and disastrously prone to follow 
lines of least resistance and acquiesced weakly in what it felt unable to change. 

I am, and many of us are, still in agreement with those views, and nothing 
has since happened which has removed the necessity for careful consideration of 
the principles involved, unless it be that the unnecessary contribution to the 
Sunday Herald has given a handle to some people to say something and, not 
being able to raise a sound argument for or against, to take the opportunity 
of being extremely personal. 

The publication complained of was unwise, but it has not altered the situation 
one iota; and further stil] it should not have been the occasion for launching 
accusations of personal interest, all as much uncalled for as they have been 
wanting in courtesy. 

Dr. Hockman has expressed his regret at his impulse ; and the position, there- 
fore, is relegated to what it was when he resigned. That being so, is the warning 
given to the community to be ignored and the publication in the Sunday Herald 
to be the iustification for stifling the consideration of those matters which impelled 
Dr. Ilockman to make the sacrifice he did ? 

Is nothing to be done to ascertain whether or not there is truth in the state- 
ment that the Svnagogue does not fulfil its mission at the present time ?

“A RATHER EFFECTIVE BOMB.”

‘Sir,—It is a matter of surprise that that the resignation of Dr. Hockman 
should have occasioned so great astir in the community as is evidenced by the 
large amount of correspondence on the subject in your last two issues. The 
problems which are thrown into strong relief by the resignation, or rather by the 
motives which prompted it, are not in any sense new. And while it is a matter of 
surprise that the raising of these problems should have caused such a commotion, 
it is at the same time a‘ matter of congratulation that the community has been 
roused from its lethargy and made to think. Forth’s reason, Dr. Hockman, 
you deserve our thanks for making public the causes which are behind your 
resignation. 1 disagree entirely with Mr. 11. Samue'ls’ view when he says that 
“you are wrong in suggesting, as you do, that Anglo-Jewry stands in need of a 
minister's resignation to rouse itself to a sense of its grave shortcomings.” | 
should be inclined to say that, if anything, it needs something in the nature of a 
high-explosive to make it wake up. And the voluminous correspondence 
appearing in your journal is fairly good evidence that Dr. Hockman's resignation 
has proved a rather effective bomb. 

Amongst the many questions to which Dr. Hockman's action compels atten- 
tion the most important, perhaps, is the question of orthodoxy and its validity. 
This is plainly by no means a new quesuon. But the community ought to try 
to make up its mind about it. Every thinking Jew must be impressed by the 
fact that the religious condition of Anglo-Jewry is one of utter chaos. The reason 


¥ for this is clear. The majority of English Jews simply do not think, and the 


result is that they attack in practice many important aspects of the religion in 
which they profess to believe. They behave as if their religion were based not 
upon conviction but upon habit or superstition, or convention, or all-of these 
combined. They support institutions which are supposed to be the embodiments 
and safeguards of orthodox Judaism, thus implying that they accept it, but in 
actual practice they just do what they like. This kind of conduct bardly merits 
the reproachful term “ hypocrisy,” which is the term Dr. Hockman would apply 
to it—it is rather pure thougbtlessness. But it sets up acontradiction which makes 
the minister's teaching a sham in the eyes of the younger generation. And this, 
I take it, is one of the main complaints of Dr. Hockman. I would not call it 
insincerity or hypocrisy, but thoughtless inconsistency. Now what is wanted is 
thought which will remove the inconsistency and destroy the contradictior.. 
‘The question which:Anglo- jewry:musvask utself is this Shall we bave-and / 
ort imStitutions which ~erthodoky, - and shall: 


we do all in our power to dive -kind Jife implied in the pdéssession 
“and support of ‘such institntions,. or “does the fact’ that in~ actnal—practice ‘

of such institutions, and, if it does, ought we not to be consistent and cease 
maintaining them?” To put the case more simply, if we believe in orthodoxy, 
we must show that we believe in it by living it. If we do not live it and 
do not want to live it, why keep up institutions which imply the living 
it? It is a waste of money, and what is more important it means spiritual chaos. 
I think myself that there is only one guide to the solution of this question, viz., 
the answer to a further question “ Do we want the Jewish nation to continue?” 
If-we do, we shall accept orthodoxy ; if we do not, we shall just assimilate and 
be done with it. No compromise is possible.

his predecessors, and, by a proper and becoming “ suavity of manner "—to use 
Mr. Franklin's considerate term in your last issue—in approaching his congregants, 
show himself mindful that they possess that which advantageously replaces 
intellect, intelligence, originality of heart. 

Mr. Franklin is quite right: if such were Dr. Hockman's faults, he has 
mistaken his vocation !

The tent of the officers’ mess was prepared by the Presbyterian Chaplain for 
the purpose, and a large assembly of men took part in the service. The soldiers 


| came from many of the divisions within tem miles round, and the congregational 


singing was remarkably excellent. At both services the ‘calling to the Law” 
aroused keen interest, and men who had not met for months, were delighted 
to spend the New Year together. The Canadians present included men from many 
units, and hearty cheers for the Senior Chaplain were given before the ga:herings 
dispersed. The Senior Chaplain intends spending the day at a billet immediately 
behind the firing line, and permission has been granted for men in one of the 
London Divisions—of whom there is a considerable body—to attend services oa 
that day. 

The facilities which are given by the military authorities for the chaplains to 
Organise services and get into personal touch with their men are the most striking 
feature of the religious work which is being conducted by the Jewish Chaplains 
now with the troops 

Mr. Simmons conducted servicesat Boulogne anda neighbouring encampment 
at which the attendances were also very satisfactory.

The refugees were met by 
General Grigorieff, the Chief of Police, who assured them that work would sooa 
be found for them. 


SUCCESS OF PRO-JEWISH PETITIONS.

PETROGRAD., 


Attempts by the provincial authorities toimpose further disabilitieson the Jewish 
exiles without the knowledge of their superiors have been arrested through the 
prompt action taken on behalf of the sufferers. Thus the orders to expel from 
the province of Tomsk the wives of the Jewish exiles sent there, and.to transport 
from Gadatz (near Poltava) to Siberia the exiles who reside there were withdrawn 
as a result of influential petitions. The plan of the Chief of the Policeof Witebsk 
to hand over all local synagogues occupied by the exiles to the military was 
abandoned by the Governor after hearing the Jewish case. Strong protests were 
also entered by our brethren against the authorities of Oofa and Troitzk who did 
not permit them to feed the Jewish exiles at the local stations. 


MUNIFICENT OFFICIAL GRANTS TO JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 


The Cabinet has voted another million roubles in aid of the Jewish war 
sufferers. The grant will be delivered to the Petrograd Jewish Committee in two 
instalments. 

The fund of the Grand Duchess Tatiana has also granted another hundred 
thousand roubles in aid of the Jewish refugees.

LIFE AT THE FRONT. 

In the course of a most interesting letter to us from the front, Coy. Sergt.- 
Major J. Prooth writes :—* Our life is not a very complex one and next in interest 
tora letter is the arrival of aparcel. Weare so pleased toreceive jparcels as evidence 
of thought and affection from those at home, that we feel it would be ungrateful 
to’criticise the contents. For this reason I ask for the indulgence of your readers 
and a little sp2ce in your paper, which, by the way, reaches me every week and 
goes the rounds of the Jewish boys in my Company, and is afterwards passed 


’ on to others less fortunate. We often receive things we could well do without 


The kind of things we require and would like to teceive are mouth Organs, a 
portable gramaphone with a few records,.or .any other musical instrumert (the 
number of musicrans in my Company is rather surprising, forty men have registered 
their names as musicians) ; oilskins to keep us dry when it rains in this part of France 
(it rains more often than not); flash lamps or torches. In my Company there isa 
great shortage of the above articles, and if any of your readers could send me any 
of those mentioned, I should be very grateful and should see that they reach the 
proper hands, the Jewish men of No. 3 Coy., 13th Royal Fusiliers, B.E.F., c/o 
G.P.O. Nothing brings back to them remembrances of East London so well as 
a few strains on an old mouth organ, Old London immediately comes back to 
one’s thoughts:and visions of haunts we used to frequent and pals we used to 
know, reminds us of times that seemed only yesterday, but is very different to-day. 
If it can be managed I shall form a musical party composed of both Jews and 
Gentiles, bound together in harmony and melody. In conclusion I should like to 
tender my thanks and best wishes to my friends, my name not being unknown to 
readers of the Jewish CHRONICLE.”

He was hit by shrapnel shortly after 
landing. ‘The place,” he sayr, “ was full of Turks. About 5 a.m. we got them 
on the run and captured a teachine gun off them. My career ended there, as 
I was very weak from the ‘oss of blood from the shrapnel wound. I was 
Crawling into a dug-out on te beach when another shrapnel hit me, so I made for 
the ‘hospital ship in the bay. It was a sight to see the monitors firing on the 
village a little on our right. There were about seven Jewish boys in our regiment,

In spite of a 
storm of bullets and shells, Smith clambered over the parapet of the trench and 
brought in a wounded officer and several men, and returned again and again into 
the zone of danger to the amazement of his comrades. Lieut. Findlater expected 
him to fall every moment and his escape from death was nothing short, of 
miraculous. Smith had been one of the most popular men of his Regiment before 
this great achievement, but his having won for his unit the fourth V.C. since the 
commencement of the war, bas naturally gained undying renown for him.

Adler was asked to congratuiate the community on behalf of the officers upon 
possessing so splendid a soldier, who had made the name of Jew glorious in the 
Manchester Regt.

scanty contribution to the funds. For a year or two that body had voted £300 to 
the College. Last year it actually decided to reduce the grant to / 200, the alto- 
gether insufficient figure at which it had previously stood. -Other losses of income 
were to be attributed to the death of subscribers whose places had not been filled 


and the suspension or reduction of subscriptions from causes arising out of the. 


war. The only items of revenue dependent on the Jewish public which showed 
no feduction were the West London Synagogue (4/50) and Messrs. N. M. Roth- 
schild and Sons (£200) whose generous contributions happily continued as hitherto. 
From the foregoing it would be seen how black the present position was. It was 
no exaggeration to say that 


THE FUTURE WAS EVEN DARKER, 


They were able to get through last year even with a loss of £400 because they had 
a sum of money in hand to tide over the first six months until January, when the 
bulk of the year's contributions were due. Moreover, the reduction decided upon 
by the United Synagogue did not come into force during the year under review, 
for £300 was received from that source during that period) .Thus the figures 
which were now before the Council, bad as they were, would prove—unless the 
quite unexpected happened—far better than those which would have to be sub- 
mitted to them a year hence. In fact, in the absence of some new sort of revenue 
which, he confessed, the Treasurers could not foresee at present, it would be 
quite impossible to meet their commitments. The position of affairs was already 
pitiful. The balance at the bank was already insufficient to meet their require- 
ments for the next few months, and unless money was forthcoming they would 
be unable to pay all the salaries of the College staff. In this crisis the Treasurers 
asked for the assistance and advice of the Council. He moved that the accounts 
be passed. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. OrTo ScuHIrF and carried. 

Sir ADOLPH TUCK moved :— 

That in view of the financial! condition of the Council a Committee be appointed to 
Suggest a means of meeting the liabilities. with instructions to report as soon as possible. 
That the Committee consist of the President, the Chairman of the Council, the 
Treasurers, Messrs. F. D. Benjamin, Neville D. Cohen, A. E. Franklin, S. Japhet, 
and E. D. Lowy’; and that it shall be empowered to confer with representatives of the 
United Synagogue. 

Referring to the powers to be given the proposed Committee, he said it was 
desired that it should be able to take such steps as it might deem advisable— quite 
apart from immediate financial requirements—in order to put the College ona 
right and proper footing. It might be deemed advisable, he thought, to endeavour 
to have a meeting with some gentlemen selected by the United Synagogue, and 
ask their views and seek their assistance, not only from the point of view of 
money immediately required, but also to get them to take sufficient interest in the 
affairs which were now before the College, with a view of possibly altering the 
condition of things between the Council of the College and the United 
Synagogue. He had reason to think that such a position taken up by the College 
Council might commend itself to some of the leading members of the United 
Synagogue Council. 

Mr. Ortro ScuirF seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously, 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


A letter was read from Dr. J. Hockman resigning his recent appointment as 
Lecturer in the technique of sermon preparation. The Council decided to accept 
the resignation and to thank Dr. Hockman for his previous offer of services. 

A communication from the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue was read, 
dealing with the question of representatives at the Council, and it was decided to 
reply that the Council, having considered the constitutional aspects of the matter, 
repeat their invitation to send delegates. 

The Council was informed, in reply to a question by Mr. Maurice Myers, 
that the premises of the College were insured against damage by aircraft. 

The draft annual report of the College was considered.

Sin.—The future of the Jewish people rests with the youth of to-day, who 
are the people of to-morrow. What are Jewish young men doing to maintain their 
nation, to maintain the principles laid down thousands of years ago on Mount 
Sinai? Are they fighting the grand fight for traditional Judaism as our fathers 
did, and their fathers before them? Let them not be indifferent upon a matter 
of such vital importance. The future of the Jewish race is far too serious a 
problem to be trified with. | 

The Sinai League has been formed to maintain that spirit of Judaism among 
Jews which has preserved our race throughout all generations. We ask for 
assistance in this great endeavour to uphold traditional Judaism among English 
Jews, and thus to leavea truer Judaism, a finer manhood, and a purer race in 
time to come; something worthy of the example of our ancestors. The call 
addressed two years ago to the Jewish youth by the Sinai League has met with 
a marked response. Six branches have been formed, and in each of these branches 
we teach traditional Judaism in a sincere and enjoyable manner. We have study 
circles in Jewish history, laws, and customs, in T’nach, Mishna, and Talmud. 
We have lectures delivered by the leading thinkers in modern English Jewry, 
and we have a well-developed social side. Local groups have been formed, and 
the Sinai League has undertaken the great task to work for the future generation 
of Anglo-Jewry. 

The first step towards the regeneration of modern Jewish youth has already 
been taken, but the first step only, and it rests with young Jewry ultimately to 
bring us success. We ask the young men to reflect upon the magnitude of their 
responsibility. Let us all work together in one body, so that all the indifferent 
and faint-hearted still standing aloof may join the Sinai League, Let the New 
Year be the commencement of a new era in our lives, a period of regeneration

Mr. ASCHKENASY, who was much moved, said he felt it was some small 
consolation to him to have been the means of erecting a house of shelter in 
memory of a beloved and never-to-be-forgotten brother, who had been cut off in 
early manhood. He further wished to devote some of the means with which God 
had blessed him, by benefiting his poorer brethren, and had decided to give £25 
to the Jewish Home and Shelter and a similar amount to the Talmud Torah. 

Mr. J. COHEN, as Warden and as one of the Cobanim, said he appreciated 
very highly so useful a gift. He spoke in eulogistic terms of the charitable efforts 
made by Mr. Aschkenasy and of the respect and esteem in which he was held by 
all who knew him. 


Mr.-Herspert A. NATHAN, as Treasurer, endorsed the remarks of his 
colleague. 


Mr. NATHAN LasKI, J.P., as one of the Trustees, expressed his pleasure at 
accepting the shelter.

Jews’ “ WAILING Day.” 


To THE Epitror.—From V.,"" Manchester. 
Sir,—Some time ago I wrote you complaining of a discreditable display 


- which takes place regularly at the cemeteries of the Russo-Polish Jews in this 
city. Whilst “setting” a stone to the memory of a friend, and engaged in prayer, 


our peaceful proceedings were disturbed by the most piercing cries from a neigh- 
bouring cemetery separated from ours by a wall at a considerable distance. I 
was astonished to find that the agonising shrills came from a large assemblage of 
Jewish women at the last resting-place of their friends. Known locally as the 
‘Jews’ wailing day,” strangers foregather to witness the unedifying spectacle. 
On leaving the cemetery these women, with their dishevelled hair and red tearful 
eyes, it can well be imagined, draw upon themselves derision and not infre- 
quently offensive remarks from the rough element. ? 

Is there no authority that can put a stop to these disgraceful scenes, which I 
believe occur twice a year, just prior to Rosb Hashana and Tisha b’Ab? The 
late Chief Rabbi vetoed the ceremony of Tashlich, which, though not so repel- 
lent in its details, also served to rouse the jeers and gibes of the rabble and did 
no possible good. It is grievous to think that the practice of which I complain 
is encouraged by certain spiritual guides. The Rabbis, who are invariably on the 
ground, make no attempt to restrain the extraordinary exhibition. 

The practice cannot be defended on religious grounds. It is an excess which 
stands self-condemned as un-Jewish and should be su ,

GLASGOW. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
The opening of the Queen's Park Synagogue, which took place last week, 
brought many to the attractive South Side suburb of Glasgow, and those who 
have been quietly working, for several years past, 
towards the erection of a synagogue adequate to the 
needs of the congregation were justly proud at the result 
of their labours. The growing Jewish population in 
the district had rendered the. temporary accommodation rented by the congrega- 
tion quite inadequate, and a building fund was opened a year or two ago. 
Approaching Sir John Stirling Maxwell, Bart., the Superior of the ground now 
occupied by the new synagogue, the cofigregation were allowed, at a nominal 
feuduty, sgfficient ground not only for their present requirements but for future 
extensions. Plans were prepared and estimates received, but the intervention of 
the war and the increase in the cost of materials induced the Committee to re-con- 
sider their project from the point of view of economy. The congregation were 
not to be burdened with a heavy building debt and the Committee had the 
courage and wisdom to alter their plans and erect a less elaborate and less costly 
building. The cost of building will not exceed 41,000, and the Committee have 
still to collect a ‘sum of about £250 to free the synagogue entirely from debt. 
The Building Committee have been most careful and businesslike in their

.methods and have established the new synagogue on a sound financial basis. The 


principle is one worthy of practical encouragement, and the community is asked 
to clear off the balance still owing on the building. 

The synagogue is a concrete building of attractive design and has accommo- 
dation for 400 worshippers. There is also good schoolroom accommodation. 
The building has an electric light installation and will prove of great benefit to 
the Jewish population in the district. 

Before the opening ceremony the Chairman of the Building Fund, Mr. 
Maurice Bloch, presented a silver key suitably inscribed to Mr. David Heilbron, 
who was to open the synagogue doors. In making the tation Mr. Bloch 
referred to the great practical aid they bad received from Mr. Heilbron in their 
efforts to have a synagogue of theirown. The synagogue would prove itself to 
be a unifying influence in Glasgow Jewry—a home of harmony and peace, and on 
behaif of the congregation he had to thank Mr. -Heilbron for being there that 
day. Mr. Heilbron, in reply, said that he had resided in Glasgow for fifty-four 
years, but that day was a unique one in his life. He was delighted to be there 
and perform that almost holy function. He congratulated the comgregation on 
their wisdom in preferring a small beginning to a large building debt, and he 
hoped they would live to see a larger synagogue erected by the next 
generation. Mr. Heilbron, accompanied by among others the ministers 
and representative officials of Queen's Park and Garnethill synagogues, 
then proceeded to the synagogue doors. There Mr. Heilbron declared the syna- 
gogue open, and, to the accompaniment of Ma Tovu, rendered by the Jewish 
Choral Society, the Scrolls of the Law were carried round the synagogue. The 
afternoon service was conducted by the Revs. M. Katz and J. Hillkovitch, both 
of Oueen’s Park Synagogue. 

The Rev. E. P. Puitwiips, of the Garnethill Synagogue, preached a Conse- 
cration Sermon, taking as his text I. Kings vi., 11,12 and13, The synagogue 
they had just dedicated to the holy service of Almighty God, he said, was a 
goodly structure and worthily represented the proper sentiment of the true 
religionist—to honour God with the best. They must not think, however, that 
their task was accomplished or rest content with the beauty which the architect's 
skill had gtven to their synagogue. It should be their aim to stand well in rela- 
tion not only with kindred congregations but with non-Jewish bodies; to live for 
or within themselves was to feed those prejudices from which they had suffered. 
They must consecrate their synagogue in righteousness—first and foremost in 
unity and peace—words which were written in almost every page of their prayer 
book, almost the last words to linger on their lips on leaving synagogue. Unity 

was the foundation pf Judaism, and peace its crown. In the second place 
they must consecrate their synagogue to knowledge and learning, not 
only the study of the law, but every kind of learning which 
would broaden the mind and deepen the spirit. Moses was not only 
a man of God—he was a man of science, of the world, and to set themselves in 
Opposition to the broad and liberal education of their children was to oppose 
their children’s welfare. But secular education was dangerous without religious 
training, which must be their first thought. He asked them to divest themselves 
of the fatal fiction that it was not imperative to instruct their daughters completely 
in all things. May be it was on this account that they did not occupy a higher 
position in the world to-day, and they must cast the notion aside. In promoting 
peace and unity and in educating their children to be good Jews they would obtain 
thejr neighbours’ respect, prejudice and bias would gradually disappear, and per- 
secution and oppression become the fading memories of the past. 

The prayer for the Royal Family was read by the Rev. M. Katz, and the 
service concluded with the singing of the National Anthem by the choir of the 
Choral Society led by Mr. Joe C, Samuel, |

REFUGEES. that Mr. Leopold de Rothschild had asked the Executive 

of the congregation to undertake the care of some of the 
refugees and so relieve the pressure on London. An interim Committee had been 
formed but a permanent working Committee was necessary. The Glasgow Cor- 
poration had offered to provide furnished houses for as many refugees as the 
congregation would undertake to maintain, and the proposal was to bring a 
number of Jewish families to Glasgow and look after them there. 

In reporting what had already been done in the direction of helping the 
refugees, Mr. Louts ABRAHAMS submitted a balance-sheet, showing that 4117 
had been subscribed to the JEwIsH CHRONICLE and Jewish World Fund and up 
to the beginning of August 485 had been spent locally in aid of Jewish refugees, 
leaving a debit balance of over 440. Mr. Maurice Cohen had acted as interim 
Treasurer since August 4th, and he stated to the meeting that he had collected 
over 4/97, having secured 45 subscribers and 12 donors. Mr. Louis Abrahams 
and Mr. R. H. Levy were thanked for their efforts ian meeting a difficult situation 
during the summer months and dealing with it effectively. The balance-sheet 
was unanimously adopted.

TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. ISAAC FURST, S.S.C., 23, Rutland 
Square, Edinburgh, President of the Edinburgh Jewish Kepre- 
sentative Council. 


S1r,—I apologise for again encroaching on your valuable space, but the duty 
1 owe to my Council is, I hope, a sufficient excuse. 

The Secretary of the Glasgow Jewish Representative Council has made a 
strenuous effort to justify the report of his Council of which I complained. 
Though in the main the specific points in his communication which appeared in 
your issue of the 20th ult. are not properly represented, there is contained therein 
the acknowledgment that not only was the Glasgow Council aware of the activity 
of the Edinburgh Jewish Representative Council in the matter of obtaining 
exemption from repatriation of the Edinburgh Jewish “alien enemies,” but that 
—as representing my Council—I appeared in that connection before the Advisory 
Committee. It was because of the concealment of these facts that I drew atten- 
tion in your columns to the erroneous and misleading report of the Glasgow 
Council, and 1 am now gratified that, through their Secretary, they have vindicated 
my action.

Musical Notes. 


For probably the only week in the whole series of Promenade Concerts at 
Queen's Hall, that of last week contained no new work, though the selections 
presented acomprehensive variety of sentiment and composers, which was much 
to the public taste. Interest was fully maintained in the performances, notably 
on Saturday week, when Miss Irene Scharrer as solo pianist gave so exhilarating 
an interpretation of Liszt's pianoforte concerto in E flat that she had to return to 
the platform at least six times before the concert could continue. Keenest 
appreciation was also evidenced for the dainty “ Pizzicato” from Délibes’ “Sylvia,” 
the Peer Gynt” Suite of Grieg, and the Solemn Melody for Strings by Dr. 
Walford Davies. The vocalists were Miss Margaret Balfour, a great favourite at 
these concerts, and Mr. Joseph Cheetham, who sang with fine tonal volume 
Gounod’s Aria, “Lend Me Your Aid.” Monday night's programme was devoted 
mainly to the works of Wagner, with the exception of the Danse Macabre of 
Saint-Saéns, four Old English Dances by Cowen, and Rimsky-Korsakoff's 
Concerto in C sharp minor for piano and orchestra, in which the soloist was 
Mr. Benno Moisewitsch, a player who has long associated himself with works 
demanding a spacious technique and immense command of tone gradation. 
These qualities were much in evidence, and his interpretation of the brilliant 
work, in-one unbroken movement, was keenly appreciated by an attentive 
audience. 

If diversity of style and variety of composer were the aim, then the pro- 
gramme of Tuesday week may be said to have reached perfection, for it would 
be difficult to conceive one presenting wider contrasts without engendering a 
sense of ihcongruity. One work merged into the next with peculiar fitness, 
making a wonderful musical mosaic, entirely successful. Commencing with 
Scbubert's Entre'Acte to “Rosamunde,” there followed Saint Saéns’ beautiful 
¢6ymphonic poem “Le Rouet d’Omphale.” The cheerful atmosphere thus 
created was by no means daunted by Miss Nellie Walker's choice of Beethoven's 
“In Questa Tomba,” or the minor strains of Valse Triste of Sibelius of which a 
particularly finished performance was given. Two items of special interest were 
the performance of the “ Heroic” Overture, under the baton of the composer, 
Mr: Montague Phillips, and the playing of Beethoven's unfamiliar pianoforte 
concerto No. 2 in B flat, by Solomon, in which he displayed very effective 
technique, as wellas an innate knowledge of the spirit of the music. Other 
composers represented were Edward German, Delius, Wagner, Mendelssohn, 
and Moussorgsky, the latter by his ironic satire “A Song of the Fiea,” sung 
by Mr. Charles Tree. . A noteworthy item of the concerts have been the National 
Anthems forming the concluding selection. Those of Serbia and the Song of 
Australia, orchestrated by Sir Henry Wood, have been especially successful. 

British music has played a great part in the programmes of this week, and 
especially attractive selections are announced for next week. Miss Doris Manuelle 
and Mr. Robert Radford are the vocalists on Monday niglit, and Mr. Benno 
Moisewitsch, the pianist. On Tuesday, Mme. Edna Thornton and Mr. Pitt 
Chatham wil! be heard, the solo violinist being Mr. Arthur Catterall. 

It is satisfactory to know that large audiences have welcomed the new season 
of concerts of the National Sunday League, and there is no doubt that the light 
and cheerful nature of the programmes presented both at the Palladium and 
Albambra on Sunday last, had much to do with this feature. The League has 
contributed so largely to London's charitable funds as well as pleasure, thata 
double purpose is served by attending these concerts. On the Pailadium pro- 
gramme figured the names of Miss Carrie Tubb, Mr. Phillip Kitte, Miss Phyllis 
Lett, among other well-known artists, while at the Alhambra, the Royal Artillery 
String Band, under Mr. E. C. Stretton, carried out a most captivating programme 
of music, with vocal assistance rendered by Miss Sybil Vane, Miss Helen Blain, 
Signor Lenghi:Cellini and Mr. Ivor Foster. Specially attractive concerts have 
been arranged for next week. At the Palladium will appear Miss Amy Evans, 
Miss Florence Mellors, Miss Marion Beely, Miss Nellie Walker, Mr. Ivor Walters, 
Mr. Charles Mott, Mr. Gerald O'Brien and Mr. Julian Kimbell, as well as the 
famous ‘cellist, Mr. W. H. Squire, Miss Flora Mann, Miss Lilian Berger, Little 
Cora Goffin, and Miss Margaret Cooper.

Lorp READING'S Mitssion.—The announcement that the Lord Chief Justice 
has gone to America as a member of the Anglo-French Commission to regulate 
financial relations with the United States Government is “not quite accurate,” 
States the Law Journal, “In his personal capacity Lord Reading has already 
rendered eminent service to his country in affairs of the Treasury arising out of 
the war, and his present mission is only part of this war service. There are 
judicial questions of great importance which are now depending between the two 
countries, and if the Lord Chief Justice can find opportunity during his visit to 
apply his great organising judicial powers to the arrangement of some basis of 
settlement of these questions by the formation of a mixed court or other special 


tribunal, he will have earned the gratitude of international lawyers as well as of 
the country.”
